English-Opera House. 
Tnz Pirate of Genoa, Lying made Eusy,and The Botile Imp, were 
the performances here last night. Ou Thursday will be produced a 
new Operetta, entitled Zhe Quartelte , or, Interrupted Harmony 


Papmarket Theatre. 

A very elegant and numerous audience assembled hete last night, to 
@itness'the first representation of a new Comedy, entitled Valéria, an 
adaption of the very beaatifal French Comedy, Valeria, the joint pro- 
duction of M. M. Scribe and Mélesville. ‘I'his adaption is said to be 
from the pen of a lady of rank, if it be, we had no idea that the ‘ve- 
tiest lady, who ever wore a second-hand court dress, at the Kaster 
ball, could have possessed a mind so.utierly vulgar, as that one mug 
be which has taken such pai.s to distort this simple and beautifel 
story. We have not patience to go througli the plot of this wretched 
affair. The French Comedy is simple, aud easily detailed ;—Valeria, 
an orphan, blind from an early.age, is beloved by a young man, who 
has interfered to protect her from insult ; he eoneeives the idea, ‘and 
adopts it. of detocing three years to the study of occalism, in order 
to qualify himself for performing an operatiou fo remove this malady 
from his beloved ;—he soceceds, and is rewarded with the. rapturons 
gratitude, a:d the hand of Valeria. Thie story is dowbtless familiar 
to most of our readers, and not a few mast have seéa it éxqnisitely 
embodied by Mademoiseile Mars. 


The English adapter has destroyed the beauty of the story, by dh 
tering the main ivcident; she (if a woman can be so fasteless,) has 
made the operation whieh restores Valeria to sight, the work, not of 
the lover, but of the surgeon, onder whom he hes studied; and, to 
compensate for this spolietiun, has intrddaced three charseters, not in 
the original story, viz.— a grumbling bachelor baronet, a country squire, 
and @ vulgar ehambermaid ; such a miserable distertion we never wit- 
nessed ; it would have been deservedly damned, but for the exqnisite 
acting of Miss F. Ef. Kelly, who, in the earlier scenes, almost equaled 
her,genowned predecessor in the character : nothing could exceed the 
grace and deliescy of her acting; and the pathetic melody of her 
voice was rea!ly equal fo that of Mademoiselle Mars herself. In the 
last scene, that in which Valeria recovers her sight, Miss Kelly wasa 
little tno violent ; she slso committed, in our jadgment, another error, 
that was, plaving the eaily scenes with her eyes closed’;evefy ne, 
whe hae ecen-Mare, net remembér Now adnitratly ote codtrives to 
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produce the effect of blindness, yet with her eyes open ; besides the 
disease that a sudden operation cures, is not one which closes the 
eyes, but only produces a film over them. We trust Miss Kelly will 
alter her manner of representing the character in these two points,— 
then her delineation, which is now full of talent, would be perfect.— 
Mr. Cooper enacted Lord Melsom, the lover of Valeria ;—the author 
had effectually spoiled the part for him, aware, perhaps, that in cha- 
racters of romantic tenderness, Mr. Cooper is not at home; here we 
missed the elegant and impassioned Armand, whose performance of 
Ernest, iv the original, is so full of that devoted and chivalrous love, 
which will have no representative, either on his own, or the English 
stage, when himself and Charles Kemble shall no longer grace the one 
or the other. Mr. Williams played the testy Baronet very well, but he 
had no business there, neither had Mr. Doyne,or Mrs. Tayleure, who 
were enough to damn any new piece without other assistance. The en- 
tire burden of the acting rested upon Miss F. H. Kelly, and her efforts 
were received with the loudest applause, amidst which solely, we re- 
peat, on her acccunt the Comedy was given out for repetition ; it was 
preceded by ‘ Quite Correct,’ and followed by Paul Pry.
